W ithin another few m inutes the 
entire fleet was under way.

Few of the dive bombers 
ever got through, and no one was 
paying much attention to them any­ 
way—we were watching the flash­ 
ing torpedo planes; there appeared 
to be fifteen of them .

I 
didn't see them hit. 
At 
the same moment, another 
enemy craft was slashing over our 
bow through a veritable wall of 
shell fire 
His machine guns w-ere 
pounding straight toward us. Across 
the bow-, he went into a steep glide 
and let his silvered load plop into 
the water He died within ten sec­ 
onds, a mass of flames. The last 
plane to roar off the Yorktown cut 
him to pieces.

You are its 
sole head—as executive, governing 
body, and court of last resort as to 
what you will, or will not do.

The governor’s letter said the 
November election "almost inevit­ 
ably” would be decided on Ross’ 
record and that “there Is only one 
passible verdict."

James declared that “as exhibit A 
on the question, why Clair Ross 
should not be elected governor. I 
can think of no more convincing 
evidence” than a speech by Ross at 
Allentown last Saturday.
